Hieir organizational activities at Lumber ton, 
N. C. f appear to have failed and their only activities at 
present are at High Point and Winston-Salem, N. C, 
Eviction proceedings are currently in progress at both 
612 Hulda St., and 1386 Wilson St. 

The group has put out leaflets accusing the 
Winston-Salem, N. C, PD of -kidnaping** and holding the 
leadership for ransom, however, there is little community 
support and they- are reportedly in extreme financial 
difficulty. 

Following the raid of 1/12/71, there was some 
discussion of reprisal sniping the police, however, this 
did not occur. 

They are severely handicapped at Winston-Salem 
by lack of space and are unable to hold their usual 
activities, such as Political Education classes, etc.
